INSECT CLEANLINESS 


I 


NFORMATION as to the habits of inse.cts may not 


always be profitable, but it Is interesting as a 
rule and most of us like to read at random of the 
life of some of the things th a t either annoy us 
or make ue happy. 


The Indianapolis News in a recent article ob­ 
serves the sim ilarity of habits in the cat and grass­ 
hopper. 
Few persons have noticed It, perhaps, but 
the Indiana w riter insists th a t the cat and the 
grasshopper have, habits in common. 
The grass­ 
hopper has a passion for cleanliness and when 
he sets himself to the task of getting clean the 
motions followed are those of a cat. 
The biggest 
difference is th a t the cat has four legs and the 
grasshopper has to keep six in mind. 
The fore­ 
legs are used as a cat uses them. 
One leg will be 
carried to the mouth and rubbed over the back of 
the head, cat fashion. 
One feeler is held down 
by one leg while another leg is used to rub it up 
and down and remove any foreign m atter. 
Getting 
the long, jum ping legs into the m outh Is some­ 
thing of a task but it can be done. 
The grass­ 
hopper will scratch himself all over, wash his head 
and neck and spend several minutes on his toilet 
if not disturbed.

liness in the cockroach is the cause of th a t insect's 
undoing. A lthough tew good words are said for 
th e cockroach, his personal habits are above re­ 
proach and when any substance adheres to him 
be is not happy until it is removed. 
He worke in 
the same m anner as the grasshopper. Poison pow­ 
der, dusted about a kitchen to rid the place of 
roaches, would be useless if the roaches were not j 
Inclined to be clean. 
When they run through the 
powder their first instinct is to remove It so they 
lick off the powder from legs and feelers and the 
poison th at is swallowed results in death. 
If the 
cockroach were as dirty as he generally is reputed 
to be„ the poison would have no effect.

W hile there has been, and to 
some extent it, am ong many European people a 
feeling th a t America owes much of its present 
prestige and financial strength to the fortunes of 
war, American industrial achievements during the 
pa-t five years have opened the eyeg of industrial­ 
ists abroad to a different view. 
Our ability to pay 
the highest wages in the world and at the same 
time to be able successfully to compete w ith for- i 
eign m akers in their home m arkets as well 
as I 
neutral fields has caused European Industrialists 
and economists to pay us the compliment of study­ 
ing our methods, to ascertain the secret of how 
the thing is done. 
Recent agitation in the United States 
for 
added governm ental supervision of interstate bus­ 
iness brings to mind the, strong contrast of the com­ 
parative business prosperity enjoyed by the United 
States as against the trying times being experienced 
by industry and commerce, in European countries 
where governm ental supervision, governm ental dl- 
w ith rection and paternalism is the outstanding policy, 
and in Borne countries is being carried to such ex­ 
treme,».

unit ever built. 
It represents the latest develop­ 
ment In modern Super-Power de 
sign and Is typical of th* large 
capacity high efficiency equipment 
which engineers 
expect will 
in 
time furnish most of America's 
electric power. 
This generator, 
which is 
the 
fourth machine to »• Installed in 
the company's f50,$QQ,000 power 
plant at the foot of Hudson Ave- 
ifue (Brooklyn), was built by the 
Westlnghouse Electric and Manu­ 
facturing Company at South Phila­ 
delphia. 
Costing well over f 1,000,000, the 
machine, which was run delivers 
80,000 kilowatts at 9r per cent 
power 
factor, 
while 
sufficient 
steam is being bled to heat its own 
Led water. 
This is equivalent to 
developing about 125/00 
horse­ 
power. 
The overall length of this huge 
machine Is 64 feet, 6 inches, and 
the entire unit weighs more than 
2,000,000 pounds. 
In addition to the turbine and 
electrical 
generators 
this 
new 
equipment also includes an 80,000- 
square-fooi Westinghouse surface 
condenser of the two-pass radial 
flow design similar to the 70,000- 
square-foot condensers on the 50. 
000 kilowatt turbines which have 
been serving Bspoklyn with light, 
heat and powt r for a year or more. 
This now surface condenser Is* 
also the largest of its kind ever 
1 nit. 


Vast Amount of Wafer Used 
Brooklyn Edison and Westing- 
house engineering experts p -luted 
out that some conception of the 
size of this Individual condenser 
could be obtained from the fact 
that 144,000,000 gallons of water 
are passed through it by two cir 
culating pumps every 24 hours 
when the turbine generator unit is 
carrv ing full load. 
This, together 
with the three other units, will 
pass a total of 576,000,000 gallons 
every day, which is more than th* 
combined daily water consumption 
ef b< th the boroughs of Manhattar 
and the Bronx of the City of New 
York, where over three millions of 
people reside. 
These generator units do not de 
pend on the City’s water supply, 
as the location of the Hudson Ave 


nue generating station makes pos­ 
sible the utilization of the water 
from the East River, which is 
taken Into the station by a sabter- 
i ranean tunnel large enough to ac­ 
commodate several subway trains 
The river water Is taken in at one 
end and discharged at the other. 
This illustrates the fact that it 
is only possible to locate Super 
Power plants where a vast amount 
of water is available, such as the 
sea, rivers and large lakes. 
Speaking of the new fourth gen­ 
erator which was first run, Mat­ 
thew S. Sloan, president of the 
Brooklyn Edison Company, said:

Service to the Public 
"if it's necessary to prove we’re 
luman," added Mr. Sloan, "l ft’s j 
prove it. and let us do whatever is 
necessary to prove it. 
Let us get, 


away from the red tape, Trass* 
grlll-in-front-of-'he-doak' 
methods. 
Let us emphasize the 'public serv­ 
ice' rather than tho ’corp .ration* 
in our designation. 
Let us pay 
more attention to the spirit of the 
transaction than the letter. Let us 
consider more the earning of pub­ 
lic approval than the earning of 
dollars. Let us earn that approval, 
the dividends will be earned none 
the less surely. 
“It is Interesting to know," r. i* 
sorted Mr. Sloan, “that light is the 
only commodity which has steadily 
decreased in price during the last 
•10 years, a period characterised for 
the most part by rising prices.
